PREVENT RAISE 


Mr. Bracken said the govern- 
ment's decision to limit the export 
price of wheat to $1.55 a bushel and 
guarantee farmers a minimum 
price of $1 a bushel for the next 
five years was designed to prevent 
the’ price rising and to allow it to 
g0 below the present initial price 
of $1.25. A price at 90 per cent of 
parity would establish a minimum 
Price of $1.28 

Mr. Gardiner said there was 

no intention on the part of any 
member of the government to 
allow the price to farmers to fall 
below $1.25 if wheat could be 
sold for that amount. Legislation 
introduced by the present gov- 
ernment had the effect of parity 
prices and at present eggs were 
the only agricultural product 
selling below parity as it was de- 
fined by Mr, Bracken. 

The house went 40 minutes past 
its usual adjournment hour to take 
the votes and to elect W. Ross Mac- 
Donald (L-Brantford) deputy 
speaker, Mr. MacDonald was nom- 
inated by Prime Minister Macken 
zie King and was elected without 
opposition, 

Earlier in the debate on the 
amendment, Rev. E. G. Hansell 
«SC-Macleod) complained of politi- 
cal parties jockeying for positions 
in an effort to gain political advan- 
lage, 


HAIR SPLITTING 

“In the principle of the amend 
ment and the sub-amendment I can 
see no difference,” said Mr. Hansell, 
“It is a splitting of hairs to say the 
least. It divides us when we should 
be united, 

“This idea of trying to go one 
better reminds me that there is 

an election campaign going on in 

Manitoba and | wonder if this is 

an attempt to initiate the Mani- 
toba election right in this house. 

“When political sparring comes 
into the picture, practical action 
goes out the window.” 

These were serious times and he 
felt that “we should think thing 
out and try to solve problems in a 
practical way.” 

Mr. Hansell was one of six mem- 
bers who made speeches during the 
sitting. There were a number of 
others who stepped in on points of 
order. The speakers included F. 
W. = Townley-Smith (CCF-North 
Battleford); Mark Senn (PC-Haldi- 
mand); F. S. Zaplitny (CCF-Dau- 
phin); Lt-Col. J. A. Ross (PC- 
Souris); Solon Low, Social Credit 
eader; and J, F. Pouliot (Ind.L- 
Pemiscouata). 

1, Prime Minister Mackenzie King

BUTCHER STRIKE

to the problem of providing in-, 
creased meat rations to certain 
classes of communities such as 
those in Southern Alberta where 
striking coal miners were asking for | 
a double ration. 

6. Justice Minister St. Laurent | 
said hearings Oct. 11 and Oct. 15 of 
petitions calling for the disallow- | 
ance of certain Saskatchewan gov- | 
ernment acts would not be court} 
hearings, but similar oral represen- 
tations to the minister of justice. 

Mr. Hansell said the Progressive 

Conservative amendment asked 
that pending the establishment of 
a stable price structure farmers 
be paid not less than 90 per cent. 
of parity. The CCF sub-amend- 
ment called for the establishment 
of floor prices for all basic agri- 
cultural products at parity with 
other services and products. 

There was not a member in the 
house who would not say that the 
farmer should get a cent less than 
to what he was entitled. He beliey 
ed that one amendment, given the 
support of all opposition members, 
would have had more influence on 
the government, 

“There seems to be a desire to do 
a little political puffing at one 
another,” said Mr. Hansell 


CCF PROTESTS 

This remark brought protests 
from Percy Wright (CCF, Melfort 
and Stanley Knowles (CCF, Winni 
peg North Centre) who said that 
Mr. Hansell, contrary to the rules 
of the house, was impuling molives 
to movers. Mr. Hansell said he was 
not imputing motives and he con 
tinued his speech 

“People are watching this parlia 
ment and they are saying that par 
ties are jockeying for positions 
Let us nail that lie to the wall.” 

He concluded by saying that as 
the objectives of both amendment 
and sub-amendment were the 
same he would vote for both

Germany. They have been bossed by a 
bureaucracy of war lords, who dominated 
parliaments and governments, and led the 
nation along the road of aggression into 
the abyss. 

The masses of Japan will have to be 
politically educated if they are to become 
self-governing. They already have the 
machinery and long have had it, but they 
don’t know how to run it. That is what 
the emperor will have to teach them if he 
is to establish a solidly-based democracy. 
And that is not to be done in a matter of 
months. Other peoples have spent genera- 
tions learning the art. 

Meanwhile the Allies cannot afford to 
take any chances. Hirohito’s announce- 
ment does not make Japan different than 
it has been, Outside control, sufficient and 
efficient, will have to be maintained until 
the emperor succeeds in doing what he 
says he is setting out to do; or until in 
some other way the Japanese learn how to 
operate the governing machinery they 
have long had. 

“Lord Haw Haw,” it Seems, was a 
hundred per cent humbug. He was not a 
Jord of course, and was not even a British 
subject though he posed at Hitler’s radio 
transmitter as a renegade Englishman. Of 
the whole- brood of Quislings caught in the 
round-up in Europe, none more deserve 
hanging or will pti bib mourners.
